THE PUBLIC WAKES (EXTENSION OF LIMITATION) 
AMENDMENT ACT, 1969 

No. 9 OF 1969 

[26th. March, 1969.] 

An Act further to amend the Public Wakfs (Extension of Limitation) 

Act, 1969. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twentieth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Public Wakfs (Extension of Limitation) 
Amendment Act, 1969- 


2. In the Public Wakfs (Extension of Limitation) Act, 1959 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the principal Act), in section 3, for the words, figures 
and letters “the 31st day of December, 1968”, the words, figures and 
letters “the 31st day of December, 1970” shall be substituted. 

3. (1) The Public Wakfs (Extension of Limitation) Amendment Ordi¬ 
nance, 1968, is hereby repealed. 
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(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be deem¬ 
ed to have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by 
this Act as if this Act had come into force on the 31st day of December, 
1968. 


THE LIMITATION (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1969 
No. 10 OF 1969 

[26th March , I960.] 

An Act farther to amend the Limitation Act, 1963. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twentieth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. Tills Act may be called the Limitation (Amendment) Act, 1969. 

2. In section 30 of the Limitation Act, 1963, in clause (a),— 

(a) for the words ‘'five years”, the words “seven years" shall 
be, and shall be deemed always to have been, substituted; 

(b) the following proviso shall be inserted at the end, namely: — 

“Provided that if in respect of any such suit, the said period 
of seven years expires earlier than the period of limitation pres¬ 
cribed therefor under the Indian Limitation Act, 1908 and the 
said period of seven years together with so much of the period 
of limitation in respect of such suit under the Indian Limita¬ 
tion Act, 1908, as has already expired before the commencement 
of this Act is shorter than the period prescribed for such suit 
under this Act, then, the suit may be instituted within the period 
of limitation prescribed therefor under this Act.”. 

3 The Limitation (Amendment) Ordinance, 1968 is hereby repealed.
